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East Jordan school board to try again

EAST JORDAN The continuing 
struggle for education in East Jordan 
turned another page Monday night. The 
schoo! board at a special meeting 
decided to ask voters for 2.8 mills at 
their Dec, 8 millage election. 


Although East Jordan passed 21.2 
mills in October, the state has made 
another change in the school aid 
formula and the district is now losing an 


additional $150,000. 

A citizens’ steering committee recom- 
mended the 2.8 mill figure to the board 
because it would nearly make up the 
$150,000. The committee had been 
instrumental in finding budget cuts 
before the October millage vote. 

Their effort now is to identify with the 
help of the school principals what parts 
of the programs would be saved by 
passage in December of the 2.8 mills. 

Problems like the two new school 
busses contracted for last school year

In fact, sheriff candidate Wayne 


Chapman finished last in the five-man . 


race during the August primary elec- 
tion, even though he spent twice as 
much as any other candidate. 
According to campaign financial 
statements filed with the Charlevoix 
County Clerk, Chapman spent 


That was enough to get the incumbent 
sheriff 55.9 percent of the primary 
votes, which virtually reassures his 
re-election on Nov. 4. 

Second place finisher Wally Brown 
spent $1,419.80 to get 557 votes. 
Leonard Fuller finished third by spend- 
ing $1,628.25, which got him 342 votes. 

While Chapman listed no campaign 
contributions from supporters, Lasater 
had the largest number of individual 
contributers with 42. The ’ biggest 
individual donor to the sheriff was $270, 


$4,591.84 on his campaign. That comes. while six people donated $100. and rest 


to more than $30 per vote, since only 
149 people voted for Chapman. 

‘On the other end of the scale was 
former undersheriff James McCallum, 
who spent less than $500 and was not 
required to file a financial report.

Nursery schools experiencing 


increased enrollment locally 


BY TRISH WRIGHT 


Three years ago the Boyne City 
Nursery Center's enrollment was in the 
forties. This year there are 58 students 


, at the center and more on the waiting 


list. Says Krista Crosby, Boyne nursery 
schoo! teacher, ‘‘! think we are noticing 
an increase in enrollment in this area 
because mothers are working. But, 
these women want more than just a 
babysitter to care for their children."’ 

The socialization learning that is 
stressed in nursery schools to varying 
degrees may be responsible for the 
increasing enrollment. Crosby explains 
that there is more awareness now 
concerning the developmental age of 
children. ‘‘Development starts at an 
early age. It's beneficial for children to 
begin learning the things that may help 
in later years."' 

BOYNE CITY 

“We try to teach children how to 
share and get dlong in their own world. 
So many pre-school age children don't 
have the chance to be with other 
children their own age. We attempt to 
create experiences for the child here 
and expose him to different things,” 
says Crosby, 

The nursery. school is located next to 
the Boyne City Middle School gym- 
nasium, It’s a portable classroom full of 
excitement and color. 

Pre-schoolers age four and five meet 
there on Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday for three hours in the morning or 
afternoon. Two and three year olds 


gather on Tuesday and Thursday -for - 


their three hour session. Says Crosby, 
“We have a ies of 56 students this 
year.’ pare 

Crosby” ‘believes the Bane Nursery 
Center's rates to be among thé lowest in 
the area: She explains that the import- 
ance of low tuition is to encourage low 
income families to send their children. 
Tuition per student for a weekly session 
is $3.65. 

The school is funded primarily from 
student tuition. ‘’We receive a state 
food allowance for nutritional snacks 
and we have the use of the portable 
building from the school but we pay all 
the utilities."

Charlevoix's Montessori school is up 

to maximum enrollment. Katie Dono- 
van, the director. says, ‘'We have an 
eager and co-operative group of 33 
students. They range in age from 2° to 
6 years. Nine children are currently on 
the extended session which allows them 
to stay at the Montessori school for their 
kindergarten year."’ 
_ Three assistants aid Donovan in the 
full day program which runs Monday 
through Friday. Donovan states that the 
environment of the school is specifically 
prepared for children. 

‘Children have a sensitive period 
when they are drawn to particular skills. 
By observing the children, I can prepare 
the environment to meet their particular 
needs.'’ She adds, ‘Children have 
choices but the choices here are limited 
to their knowledge." 

The Montessori approach differs from 
the traditional nursery schoo! method of 
teaching by allowing the child to 
function independently of others. It is 
believed that as a child teaches himself 
he gains the independence which helps 
to build self-control. 

Children are in control of their 
education at the school although the 
director and assistants direct the atten- 
tion toward math concepts and reading 
and writing. 

Says Donovan, ‘‘The real socializa- 
tion comes in when a child has to defer 
to 32 other children in the group. They

In a recent letter to a concerned 
citizen, Michigan Senator Cal Levin 
reported that there is a bill pending 
legislation in the U.S. Senate that would 
restrict the use of steel-jaw leghold 
traps and other painful devices used for 
trapping. 

Senator Williams has re-introduced 
the bill (S. 425) and U.S. Representative 
Long has introduced its companion bill 
(H.R, 1297) in the House of Representa- 
tives. 

Several states have already passed 
legislation that restricts or bans the use 
of steel-jaw Jeghold traps. Michigan has 
not passed such legislation. However, 
Michigan Senators Levin and Donald 
Riegle have announced that they favor 
outlawing the use of this trap. 

The steel-jaw leghold is a description 
too nice for this piece of brutality. 
Trappers cannot target their catch with 
this kind of device. Children, birds and 
domestic animals have been found in 
the traps’ mutilating hold. 

Yet, the trapping industry can lure 
recruits for hobby-trapping by their

new control measures for wildlife had to 
be implemented after the ban on the use 
of steel-jaw leghold traps were 
imposed.’’ 

Wildlife deserves a second thought. It 
takes between 50 and 80 muskrat pelts 
trapped this way to make one fur coat. It 
takes only a few minutes to write to your 
senator or congressman urging that 
alternative methods of trapping be 
developed and that the use of the 
steel-jaw leghold trap be stopped.
